The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
for allowance of claims 20 and 21 is the inclusion of the limitations of 

"the cyclical postinjection (PI) partial quantities formed occurs in different magnitudes, 
and wherein a first partial quantity of fuel of the cyclical postinjection greater than a 
subsequent quantity of fuel of the cyclical postinjection." in claim 20 and 

"the cyclical postinjection partial quantities formed occurs in different magnitudes, and 
wherein the cyclical postinjection is injected at a lower injection pressure (P3) than that 
of the main injection (P2)" in claim 21 that the prior art of record neither taught nor 
suggested.
